What's Happening In Mexico? 
Just ,'. a friendly reminder. 
Mexico-bound passengers need 
Tourist Cards. .' -, 

With few exceptions, Ameri- 
cans can obtain this form with 
proof of citizenship by means of V 
a valid passport (this may be 
expired but NOT cancelled), 
notarized copy of Official Bu- 
reau of Records Birth Certifi- 
cate (NOT registration), Nat- 
uralization Papers, Voters Reg- 
istration or Notarized Affidavit 
of Birth. 

Minors, under 18 years of age 
traveling unaccompanied or 
with ONE parent MUST carry 
notarized letters of • consent 
from their parents. 

Tourist Cards may.be obtain- 
ed through your local travel 
agent who made the reserva- • 
tions for you, or by mail at least 
10 days prior to departure with 
the airline or tourist office. ■ 

Remember; the proof of 
citizenship shown on the Tourist 
Card must be carried to Mexico 
with the traveler. Also, Tourist 
Cards should be carried at all 
times to avoid paying a .; 15 
percent food and beverage tax 
within Mexico. This is a 
tremendous savings to you if 
added up at the end of your 
vacation time. 

Not all areas charge this 15 
percent tax; the Mexican Gov- 
ernment was forced into rescin- 
ding it. The majority of the 

hotels won't drop the tax unless 

forced by the Government so for 

your own savings - carry the 

Tourist Card. This means $'s in
